Consumer Resistance Not 


Credited With Cuts;

Chicago, Oct. 7 </P)—The drop 


in hog and meat prices was get- 
ting down 
today to where it 


counts for most people—at Ihc 
retnil butcher shop. 


Many 
stores 
throughput 
the 


country slashed pork prices for 
the coming week-end, a direct re- 
sult of the sudden outpouring of j 
hogs from the country. Tho oft- 
mentioned but never very-appar- 
ent "consumer resistance" was 
pooh-poohed in some quarters as 
a cause for the decline. 


And it was in pork, much more 


than in bedf or lamb, that butch- 
ers were posting the lower figures. 


While retail outlets were cut- 


ting prices, the hog market's 
steady slump came to flt least it 
temporary halt. Prices firmed a 
bit at most: markets 
yesterday. 


However, wholesale pork quota- 
tions continued to ease at Chicago. 


Agriculture 
Department 
offi- 


cials, packing house sources and 
representatives of farmer organi- 
zations gave these opinions of the 
hog-pork price breaks: 


1. It's a seasonal matter, but 


came a little earlier than usual 
this year. An Agriculture Depart- 
ment official at Chicago said farm- 
ers knew the drop was coming, 
as it usually does in November, 
and had marketed spring pigs thp 
past few weeks in an effort to 
"beat the break." 


2. The meat packers are moving 


pork quickly. A leading packer 
spokesman said the industry was 
going into the "accumulative sea- 
son," when supplies are built up, 
But., ha said, "nobody wants . to 
hold now and they arc pushing 
pork 
right out 
into wholesale 
channels," 


Plants Short of Help 


3. Many packing plants

short of help, which makes them

Paris, Oct. 7 (JP)— Six members 


of the United Nations Security 
Council not involved in the Ber- 
lin crisis were reported 
today 


solidly in favor of raising the So- 
viet blockade. 


An authoritative source said 


that was the first reaction of the 
six countries at a caucus yester- 
day after the United States, Brit- 
ain and France presented their 
charges against Russia to the full 
council. 
The 
western 
powers 


charged that the Berlin blockade 
threatens world peace. 


Thus far, the source said, no 


resolution has been prepared, but 
the six "neutral" members feel 
the first requirement in, easing 
the crisis is for the Russians to 
lift the blockade. 


The neutrals on the council are 


China, Syria, Belgium, Colombia, 
Argentina and Canada. The So- 
viet Ukraine is siding with Russia 
against hearing the case in the 
Security Council. 


A British source said last night 
representatives of the three west- 
ern powers met informally and 
considered 
the 
first 
steps of 


framing a proposal that the coun- 
cil call on Russia to lift the block- 
ade. 


It was said today that no reso- 


lution has been drawn up by any 
delegate thus far. In fact, onfe 
source said, the United States 
feels it is too early to present the 
council with a resolution demand- 
ing action. The Americans were 
said to feel they must hear first 
from other council members. And 
that the resolution should come 
from one of the neutrals. 


The council is expected to meet 


again Saturday or Monday to con- 
tinue the debate on Berlin. 


The Security Council members 


not involved in Berlin studied the 
western charges. They had no 
Russian counter-claims to study, ' 
however. Soviet Deputy Foreign 
Minister Andrei Y. Vishinsky sat 
silently in the council chamber 
yesterday, carrying out his avowed 
intention not to take part in the 
Berlin discussion. 


Lifting of the blockade is the 


price the western powers will ac- 
cept for agreeing to a four power 
foreign ministers' council meeting 
on the Berlin and general Ger- 
man questions. The Russians con- 
sistently have maintained that the 
Berlin case is one for the Big 
Four to discuss, and not for the 
United Nations. 


Vishinsky also has contended 
that, actually, no blockade exists 
in Berlin.

The tattooed-skin lampshades in 
tho Use Koch case are lost, Amer- 
ican War Crimes officials here 
said today. 
The skin and other gruesome 


ornaments from the Buchenwald 
concentration camp possibly re- 
pose among the souvenirs in the 
home of some American, they 
said. 
But just who took them, or- 


when, or how, is undetermined. 


War Crimes officials today gave 


this story: 


Such objects as dried human 
skin apparently intended for or- 
namental purposes, and a shrunk- 
en human head, were found by 
American troops when they lib- 
crated Buchenwald. 


Whether they ever belonged to 
Frau Koch is another question. 
Frau Koch, widow of one of Bu- 
chcnwald's commanders, left the 
camp two years before the liber- 
ation and the discovery of the 
articles. 
Her life sentence on war crimes 


charges was reduced in June to 
four, years by an army review 
board. This action was widely 
criticized. 
Prior to the Buchenwald trial, 


the skin and other articles were 
sent to Nuernberg for use in the 
Nurnberg trial of Hermann Goer- 
ing and other top Nazis. 
"Tho articles never came back 
to us," a War Crimes spokesman 
said.. 


"They had a cataloging system 
at Nurnberg. Then the man in 
charge of it went home. Another 


man took over and installed a 
different kind of a system.

skin and other articles we don't 
know. They just disappeared and 
wo arc unable to trace them.

Kor all their 
twisted mentalities and their provincial back- 
grounds, they must have thought of it, very 
seriously. They must know, unless Ihcirself- 
c'.rcrption amounts lo insanity, that the 
fruits of victory would be bitter and the con- 
seqjcnces of defeat would be disastrous.

1\,\W AND TILE MENTALLY ILL 


One of the safeguards to protect a sanii individ- 


ual from being committed lo a mental hospital is 
that he must llrsl be certified as insane by two 
physicians. 


H .sometimes happens, however, that after a 


thorough examination of an individual whose an- 
ssver.s to the physician's (|imsliori.s are clear-cut and 
salisluelory- -and he is therefore considered sane— 
that within a mutter of hours or days he commits a 
serious crime, even murder. Therefore, there are 
two factors lo be considered: Tlio personal liberty 
or freedom of the individual, and the safety of 
others. 


In ihe "Journal of the American Judicature So- 


ciety, Arthur K. Moore, Judge of the Probate Court 
cil Oakland County, I'ontluc, Mich., states Hint con- 
siderable contusion exists between lawyers and 
physicians concerning the legal aspects of medical 
arid hospital care for mentally ill patients. "Judic- 
ial protection is necessary lo protect the personal 
rights of mentally ill patients because treatment 
and confinement, of i)5 per cent ot such cases are 
against their will." 


The legal procedure court for a judicial hearing 


concerning u person's sanily frequently upsets the 
patient, aggravates his condition and hinders his 
recovery. "On the other hand, many persons vvho 
am not insane arc dangerous lo themselves or the 
public and should receive enforced treatment and 
cure."

.mmcdiately 
following 
Election 


Day to make his way westward, 
stopping en route to speak on his 
new ideaiof a "Stable State." 


About this tour, Cook wrote 


your reporter, "I'll start my talk- 
ing in Concinnati. 
I'm allowing 
10 days to get there. I'll do some 
hitchhiking. I. don't know how 
much but-I'll warm up to my new 
job by that method. A lot ' of 
folks will insist on knowing where 
I'm from, Where going, why, how 
1 propose to get started lecturing 
and what's the big idea anyhow. 
I'm sizing up this adventure from 
many angles. I'll feel my way 
into it. I'm not going to lecture 
in haste and repent at leisure." 


Cook has what he describes as 


"new thought to offer on the fu- 
ture and form o£ democracy." It 
is new, he states, because he took 
something out 
of himself 
and 


fused personality "stuff with two 
old and tested ideas." According 
to the author, "Democracy is in a 
pretty bad way when you have to 
create new thought in order to 
save 
it. 
Thoughtful 
men and 


women in all parties question, as 
I do, if democracy is displaying 
the necessary git and go to cope 
with totalitarianism. 
The saying 


t.Vjat the mountain labors to bring 
forth, a mouse is too near the 
truth for cbinfort. I do not pro- 
pose to do all this saving. . . . I 
will -be content with a modest 
share o£ it."

resided for-many years. The oc- 
casion was a meeting 
of

Woodstock Discussion Group and 
he asked his many friends attend- 
ing to question and criticise his 
idea of the "Stable State."

Since then he has spent 
months perfecting the original 
idea for the lecture tour.
